They also want to have a certain number of 
hostages on hand r or eventual enchange of prisoners. Thus the -wiet 
authorities arrested, after their entry into Budapest, at the end o“ World 
War II, the Counsellor of the Swedish legation, ttlXEKBERG, who w^s en- 
trusted with the protection o r the interests of several nations and owing to 
this r act was au courar t of many things. H 0 had never acted against the 
Russians, but in their eyes he constituted an excellent source of in- 
formation. rt e is still ir. sorte prison in Poscov, urless ho is already 
dead . • . • 
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
